To the Members of the General Assembly: 

Being greatly impressed with the im- 
portance of the application for pecuniary 
aid made to your honorable body by the 
State Agricultural Society, and having 
heard with regret that their are misappre- 
hensions of a portion of the action of the 
Society during its recent convention, I beg 
to stute that I was the author of the amend- 
ment of the constitution of the Society, 
which bas indirectly given rise to the mis- 
apprehensions referred to. The amend- 
ment had no political reference whatever 
It would have been very foreign to my 
habits to introduce into a body composed 
of all political parties, and representing 
the whole State,a partisan amendment to 
its constitution. Just opinions may be 
tormed from the amendment, which reads, 
as follows; 

“ Any person who may be interested in 
the agricultural, manufacturing, mechani- 
cal, or mineral interest of the State should 
be nominated to the Executive Committee 
of this Society for election as a life mem- 
ber of {the Society. upon the payment of 
$20, but the Society reserves the right, 
through its Executive Committee, to reject 
any person so nominated.” 

The amendment was designed simply as 
a safe-guard against the admission of un- 
worthy persons into the society, without 
the slightest reference to political opinion. 
It was a measure for self-protection, which 
every society has the right to exercise. 
Under this construction it was put and im- 
mediately passed. 

If, in the short discussion which follow- 
ed upon the introduction of my amend- 
ment, any remarks calculated to give any 
offence to any, they were spoken, I am 
sure, in the heat of debate, and were not 
endorsed by the body of the convention. 

As the person introducing the amend- 
ment which? has led to this unfortunate 
result, I have felt bound in honor, and in 
justice to others, to make this explanation.

How the French Sing the Mar- 
svillaise, 


Mr. Halstead writes to his paper from 
Paris : 

“She stood in the centre of the stage ; on 
either side was a soldier with a beautiful 
flag of France, noticeable for the intensity 
of the colors; and the girls of the theater, 
allin red, w hite and blue, some distinguish- 
ed by a prep »nderance of one color and 
some of another, were grouped with strik- 
ing effect. Asthe curtain ascended, re- 
vealing this tableaux, there was a quick 
hum of approval, and then, as the first 
words Of the hyma of liberty, become the 

song of the Empire, were heard, there 
was a sudden hush, and every eye in the 
audience glittered with excitement. 

A bugler sounding the advance started 
the chorus, and there was the power of 
many voices in it. At the completion of 
the stanza theres Was an overwhelming 
burst applause. The Goddess of Lib- 
erty, in the last stanza, knelt with the tri- 
color and embraced it, the whole audience 
rising; and when the silver thrill of the 
bugle sounded the solemn “march on, 

thousands of voices took it up passionately. 
and the “liberty or death“ was sung as if 
by a tempest. This was repeated “three 

times, the rapture of the multitude increas- 
ing with each repetition, women weeping 
us they sang, and men standing pale and 
fearful.
